Where the brown 
carpet ends in Wallace Wing, the 
future, heralded by brilliant blue 
carpet, begins. The new 
carpeting is just the physical 
representation of the steps 
Harpeth Hall has taken over the 
summer to update the campus 
technologically, while making it 
more student-friendly. 

Undertaking over 
seven separate projects in one 
summer made the construction 
program, according to business 
manager Mr. Bill Hayward, 

“like a domino effect. Every¬ 
thing had to fall at the same 
time.” 

The easiest project, 
according to Mr. Hayward, was 
creating the choral rooms out of 
the basement storage space in 
Morrison. The large area once 
used for stowing away unused 
theater props now houses three 
practice rooms, two choral 


classrooms, Dr. Cassel’s office, 
and a wood room. 

One of the largest 
projects was the work done in 
Wallace Wing, which is now 
composed of the Language 
Center and two massive art 
studios, one of which includes a 
kiln for baking pottery. There is 
all new carpeting and ceilings in 
the classrooms, which are very 
spacious: “These areas [the 
classrooms] had to be expanded 
to make room for the computers 
the language classes use,” said 
Mr. Hayward. 

Through a grant from 
the Connery family, the Art 
department will also be able to 
use the Wallace entry way as a 
gallery. Mrs. Blackburn is 
currently working with an 
architect to design the area. The 
work will not be completed until 
after school has begun. 

In a renovation sure to 
please the active H.H. Parents'

Association, the old student 
council room has become the 
Parent Organization Offices 
and conference room. This 
will be the first time the group 
has had a room designated as 
their own. 

The Bullard Wing 
was converted into a Student 
Activity Center, giving student 
areas a more central location 
in the school building. Mrs. 
Fuller’s room and the open lab 
were turned into the new Bear 
Lair, which thanks to its 
central location and abundance 


of windows makes the old Bear 
Lair look like a dungeon. The 
new area will contain both a Coke 
and fruit juice machine; in fact the 
Bear Lair will have eveything a 
student could need except for 
furniture, which won’t arrive until 
mid-September. 

Bullard Gym itself was 
turned into a modern facility. 

H.H. sports teams are even 
planning games in Bullard this 
year, as bleachers on both sides of 
the gym will seat 184 spectators. 
The gym will also make practices 
more efficient with the advent of 


photo by Kristen Campbell 
four new basketball goals, new 
blinds for the windows, and two 
more fans for ventilation. The 
main basketball goals were 
pushed out five feet from the 
wall, and the middle door in the 
entrance to Bullard was walled 
up; both in order to prevent 
injuries. The surface of the gym 
was gutted by construction 
crews and layer upon layer of 
plywood and foam were placed 
on the floor before the final 
parquet court was laid down. 
The funds for the transformation 
of the gym and Student Center

Hall’s Key Club and co¬ 
organizer of the H.H./M.B.A. 
Habitat for Humanity project. 

To those who 

volunteer, this project means a 
lot more than rigorous construc¬ 
tion work. It takes teamwork 
and cooperation in order to 
progress, and after only one 
shift, there is a true sense of 
success and achievement. 

Junior Katie Kaminski, who has 


already worked on the house for 
two days, summed up her 
experience: “It was really fun. I 
liked that you got to meet the 
lady who would be living in the 
house because you knew who 
you were helping and knew that 
you were making life better for 
her.” 

This woman, who is 
working alongside the volunteers 
and will be moving into her new 
house upon completion, is Ms.

Anne Hancock ex¬ 


pressed the feelings of most 
volunteers when she described 
the project as a “fun” and 
“incredible experience.” She 
continued with, “It’s great to 
see the smile on Teresa’s face 
and her family and just to see 
the students out there really 
putting in the hours and doing 
the work.... The contractor 
says he has never seen a group 
of people, especially as young 
as we are, work so hard and be 
so committed to a project." 

Planning for the 
project began in June when 
Mr. Tad Wert, sponsor of 
Harpeth Hall’s Key Club, and 


other representatives of H.H.’s 
club, met with M.B.A.’s service 
club and the Habitat for Humanity 
organization. Each school raised 
the required sponsorship fee of 
$20,000 in cash and in-kind 
contributions. 

Our house is especially 
noteworthy because it is the first 
house in the Nashville area to be 
entirely sponsored and con¬ 
structed by students, faculty, 
alumni, and parents of high 
schools. The house is one of 
eight being constructed in the 
Wharton area of Nashville as a 
part of the celebration of the tenth 
anniversary of Habitat for 


Humanity Nashville, the 
twentieth anniversary of Habitat 
for Humanity International, and 
the two hundredth anniversary 
of the state of Tennessee. 

Construction contin¬ 
ues on the weekends of 
September 7 and 8 and Septem¬ 
ber 14. There will be a 
dedication of the house on 
September 15 when Teresa 
Griffin will receive the keys to 
her new home. The Key Club 
urges everyone to become a part 
of such a special and rewarding 
gift as this house is to Ms. 
Griffin and her family.

The historic Souby 
house itself was renovated to 
provide new areas for student 
interviews. Mrs. Rhys 
declared, “One of our main 
objectives was not to interrupt 
the feel of this building.” 

Indeed, Souby Hall was more 
rearranged than renovated, with 
office space consolidated to 
create the interview rooms. 

This summer the task 
force for the construction 
program also examined the 
infamous parking problem. 
Workers added thirty spaces in 
the sophomore track parking 
lots. Spaces were added five or 
six at a time so that all that was 
lost by annexing the asphalt 
were two shrubs and some grass. 

In the Middle School, 
an eighth grade science lab was 
added and the bathroom was 
renovated. 

The most important 
project in modernizing the 
school is linked with the Ingram 
Technology Foundation, which 
provided the money to connect 
every computer in the school 
together with fiberoptic cable. 


The next step is hooking up with 
the internet and World Wide 
Web, which Mrs. Rhys hopes 
will happen within six months. 
Every classroom, regardless of 
whether it has computers in it 
now, has the capability of being 
linked to the net if it were to get 
computers. 

Throughout this whole 
project, those involved have 
been impressed with the 
incredible teamwork. Mr. 
Hayward affirmed, “In my ten 
years here, I don’t think I’ve 
seen as much spontaneous 
generosity. It’s been a very 
positive developmental time for 
the school.” 

The work is 95 

percent finished, with only a few 
rough edges to be smoothed out. 
Yet HH’s inexorable march 
towards progress, technological 
advances, and the blue carpet 
isn’t finished. Next summer 
there will be more work done, 
more changes made, and more 
blue carpeting to replace the 
older brown one. Imagine 
coming back in five years if you 
can’t even recognize the school 
after being away for only three 
months!

Tensions increased between Iran and Iraq as Iran sent troops into Kurdistan on August 31 in 
:>rder to counter Iraq's capture of Ibril, a city protected by the international coalition. Meanwhile, U.S. 
:roops prepared to intervene in the Persian Gulf conflict. 

The Russian government and leaders of the Chechen resistance group signed a peace 
accord on August 31. President Boris Yeltsin, however, remains skeptical about the validity of the 
agreement.

Heroin. The word 
invokes images of needles and 
blood, junkies and desperation, 
and it’s making a comeback. It’s 
purer and cheaper, and it’s being 
subconsciously advertised 
throughout the music, film, and 
fashion industries. 

Heroin is a white 
crystalline powder, a derivative 
of morphine. It is a very 
powerful, potent, and dangerous 
drug, whose market is illegal in 
the U.S. Until recently, because 
of impurity levels, injection was 
the only relatively safe method 
for heroin usage. Inthel980’s, 


average bags had about a 2-8% 
purity rate, whereas in 1994, 
the average level of purity in 
New York City was about 63%. 
This dramatic rise in homoge¬ 
neity has allowed present-day 
heroin addicts to snort the drug 
as easily and effectively as 
getting out their syringes and 
rubber bands, consequently 
decreasing their chances of 
contracting the AIDS virus. 

The media is playing 
a major role in presenting 
heroin as the opiate of pop 
culture. The message can be 
seen by flipping on the 
television and seeing a “Hi-yes- 
I-do-have-broken-capillaries- 


lining-my-eyes’’ runways shows 
on CNN, music videos on MTV, 
or ads for movies such as 
Trainspotting on any channel. 
The junkie look has emerged as 
the new progeny of such looks 
as grunge and waif which have 
been pervasive to the music and 
fashion industries. Turn the 
pages of any well-known 
fashion magazine, from Vogue to 
Seventeen , and what seemingly 
pops out are the joints and rib¬ 
cages of concentration camp 
victims rather than millionaire 
models paid to represent the 
ideals of female beauty. As seen 
in the cover story of August 26’s 
Newsweek , one model stated that 


“the more skinny and [messed] 
up you look, the more every¬ 
body thinks you’re fabulous.’’ 

“Generation X’’ has 
bought into this junkie look in 
fashion just as quickly as it has 
into the sensationalism in 
movies that document the lives 
of heroin addicts. Movies such 
as Pulp Fiction and 
Trainspotting are becoming 
icons of the ‘90’s, a decade 
where the numbness that heroin 
provides is as alluring as 
cocaine’s hyperactivity was to 
the ‘80’s, and LSD’s beautifica¬ 
tion of a crumbling nation was 
to the ‘70’s. One of the reasons 
cult America is flocking to 


these movies lies in the fact that 
in them drugs such as heroin are 
viewed as a part of an everyday 
lifestyle. 

All the images we had 
been given back in the fifth grade 
are becoming obsolete: the 
greasy, dirty bum who sits in his 
ramshackle apartment and shoots 
up with dirty needles has been 
moved to Hollywood and 
become a millionaire. Today, 
people continue to use drugs as a 
way of taking a short term 
vacation, not as a means to feel 
worse; heroin seems to be the 
drug of choice.
